As rapidly mounting Army require- 
ments created a major supply problem, 
and the urgent necessity for correlation 
demands with those of other 
users to effect the maximum utility of 
the nation’s oil became ap 
parent, The Quartermaster General was 
assigned the responsibility of assuring 
the supply to the Army of all major 
petroleum products, with the exception 
of aviation fuel and lubricants, which 
remained the responsibility of the Army 
Air Forces,

House Group Studies 
Family Allowance Act 


The House Military Committee began 
hearings this week on S. 1279, the bill 
passed by the Senate in July to amend 
the Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance 
Act by increasing allowances. 

War Department participants in the 
hearing on Wednesday were Maj. Gen. 
Miller G. White. assistant Chief of Staff. 
G-1, and Maj. Gen. J. L. Benedict, chair- 
man of the Joint Legislative Committee 
representing the various services. Under 
questioning by members of the committee, 
General White stated the department be- 
lieves there is no justification for a flat 
over-all percentage increase in the allot- 
ments, that the present allowance for 
children is inadequate, that there is no 
reason for an inerease in the allowance 
to married women without children, and 
that the allowance benefits should go to 
all enlisted grades. The denartment ap- 
proves giving personnel of the first three 
crades a choice hetween accenting com- 
mutation of quarters and the dependents’ 
allowances. Without exception all wit- 
nesses approved the idea of the govern- 
ment paying the entire allowance for the 
first month so as to bridge the time of the 
entering of a man into the armed forces. 

When it was suggested that the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy should he given 
discretionary power to grant allowances 
for the children of divorced personnel, he 
retorted that the denartments did not 
care to be courts of domestic relations. 

Representative Thomason of the com- 
mittee. remarked that he obiected to nay- 
ing families that are not dependent. in 
which the wife and children are well-to- 
do or have large income from emplorment 
sources. Renresentative Clason helieved 
that all brothers and sisters of a soldier 
supporting a family should he given an 
allowance. Representative Hagen record 
ed himself as in favor of a greater in 
crease than $1 for the first child. and a 
sliding seale for the other children.

Housing Protection for Personnel 


The Committee on Banking and Cur 
rency of the House this week reported 
8.755, the bill that protects against fore- 
closure proceedings with respect to in- 
sured mortgages on property owned by 
military personnel. Such proceedings 
may not, by the bill, be instituted until 
three months after the period of military 
service. By the bill the Federal Housing 
Commissioner is authorized to com- 
pensate the mortgages for any losses 
Sustained on account of interest on pay- 
ments due and insurance premiums paid 
by reason of postponing the institution 
of foreclosure proceed ngs. 





“Drastic” Changes Now 
Opposed by President 


In response to a proposal by Senator 
McCarran that he act to set up a unified 
air force, President Roosevelt has stated 
that while he does not believe that the 
ultimate has been reached in military or 
ganization he does not favor any “drastic 
change in the over-all organization of the 
military and naval forces at a time when 
we are bending every effort toward bring- 
ing the war to a rapid conclusion.” 


The President’s views were set forth in 
a letter he wrote to Senator McCarran 
shortly after his return from the Quebec 
conference with Prime Minister Churchill. 
Whether or not there had been any dis 
cussion of air force organization at Que 
bec has not been made public. 


Senator McCarran has long been an ad- 
vocate of the establishment of a single air 
force in the United States’ defense 
forces. 


The President pointed out that his rec- 
ognition of the growing importance of air 
power has been evidenced by the fact that 
General Henry H. Arnold, Commanding 
General, Army Air Forces, is a member of 
both the Joint and Combined Chiefs of 
Staff and that the air elements of both 
the Army and Navy have been given 
strong voices in the shaping and imple- 
menting of our national military policy. 


Meanwhile, Senator Lodge returning 
from a 43,000 mile tour of fighting fronts, 
reported- to the Senate that Army and 
Navy commanders in the field have devel- 
oped a “surprising amount of sentiment” 
for uniting the various fighting forces un- 
der a single Department of War 


Senator Lodge said: 


“Senior officers of both the Army and Navy 
are deeply impressed with the need for unity 
of the services when our new military policy 
is framed. 

“There is a surprising amount of sentiment 
among these older men for a single Depart 
ment of war with autonomous land, sea and 
air service coordinated at the top by a joint 
staff, with each branch free to pursue its own 
personnel and materiel policies.” 


The text of President Roosevelt's let- 
ter to Senator McCarran follows: 


“Sept. 7, 1943. 

“My Dear Pat: 
“On my return from Quebec, I find 
letter of August twentieth on the subject of 


your 


our air forces. Allow me to assure you that 
this subject, as well as any subject which 
pertains to a speedy and favorable conclu- 


sion of the war, is constantly under consid- 
eration by me. My recognition of the grow 
ing importance of air power is made obvious 
by the fact that the commanding general of 
the Army Air Forces is a member of both 
the joint and combined chiefs of staff. The 
Air Forces, both in the Army and in the 
Navy, have a strong voice in shaping and im 
plementing our national military policy. 


“IT hope you will not infer from this letter 
that I feel the ultimate has already been ac- 
complished as far as the organization of our 
military machine is concerned; but I do 
want you to understand that I am constantly 
thinking of any and all reorganizational 
steps which might further our ends. 


“You realize, of course, that any drastic 
change in the over-all organization of the 
military and naval forces at a time when we 
are bending every effort toward bringing the 
war to a rapid conclusion, might result in se- 
rious disruption of the war effort. 


“Very sincerely yours, 
“Franklin D. Roosevelt.”

Gen. MacArthur’s Statement 
Indianapolis Star—“General MacArthur has said 

as plainly and tactfully as he could, as an army of- 


ficer, that the campaign in the Pacific is being 
bungled, in bis opinion. He is an officer and willing 


to do as instructed, but, he says, ‘Island hopping, 
with extravagant losses and slow progress—some 


press reports indicating victory postponed as long as 
140—is not my idea of how to end the war as soon 
and cheaply as possible.” He is for hitting the Japs 
where in will hurt. Put them out of business at home 
and their island outposts will be helpless.” 


Richmond Times-Dispateh—‘It is quite astound- 
ing to find an officer of General MacArthur's long ex- 
peirence and proven military ability, airing his griev- 
ances in the newspapers precisely as though he were 
a disgruntled politician. Whether he is justly resent- 
ful or not over the plan to put him under Lord Mount- 
batten is beside the point. No general ought to issue 
a public statement questioning the judgement of his 
commander-in-chief.” 


Buffalo Evening News—‘MacArthur's statement 
dealt principally with matters of strategy; but he 
injected the remark that ‘however subordinate may 
be my role, I hope to play it manfully,’ adding, ‘I have 
no personal military ambitions whatsoever and I am

perfectly content in such role as may be prescribed 
for me.’ From these remarks varied deductions may 
he drawn; they seem pertinent to the recent appoint 
ment of Lord Louis Mountbatten to command in 
Southeast Asia.” 


Washington HLrening Star—‘The statement is be 
wildering, because the language used is ambiguous. 
Some reporters writing from the Southwest Pacific 
have suggested that General MacArthur is disturbed 
at indications that the main effort against Japan will 
be made through Burma, by forces under command 
of Lord Louis Mountbatten. There is nothing in the 
statement itself, however, to support this. General 
MacArthur protested specifically against the strategy 
of ‘island-hopping,’ and it is difficult to see how any 
attack through Burma could be regarded as an 
island-to-island operation.” 


Baltimore Sun—“THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
tipped his hand editorially by saying that he would 
do it, so Senator Albert B. (Happy) Chandler, with- 
out waiting until he had returned to Washington, 
took time out in Honolulu on Saturday to announce 
that he will urge appointment of General Douglas 
MacArthur as supreme commander of the Allied 
forces against Japan.” 


Boston Herald—*“General MacArthur has been 
laboring in the Pacific under the handicap of being 


an unwilling candidate for President. His honest 
and sincere disavowals of any ambitions whatever 
in that line have failed to silence the rumors that 
Roosevelt is bent on clipping his wings. With the 
appointment of Lord Mountbatten to head the south- 
east Asia command, the armchair political strategists 
discerned a new move in the fabulous ‘Stop Mac 
Arthur’ campaign.” 


Knoxville Journal—“The millions of admirers of 
General Douglas MacArthur were not surprised in 
the least by his statement, issued through correspond 
ents in Australia, that he would be satisfied with any 
role assigned to him in the present conflict, regard 
less of how apparently subordinate it might be. 
There will be none of us who will doubt that this is 
the way he feels about the matter, even though one 
may justly assume he intended his statement in ref- 
erence to Allied strategy in the Pacific to be one of 
criticism.” 


Washington Post—“General MacArthur's state- 
ment appears to have been flailing at straw men. To 
say this is not to disparage in any way the brilliance 
of his achievements in forestalling a Japanese thrust 
at Australia and in wresting vital outposts from the 
enemy in the southwest Pacific. He has done much: 
and there is still much of the very highest importance 
for him to do.”

Enlisted Rental Allowance 
The bill, S. 1348, that stabilizes the

An amendment to the Wheeler bill pro- 
posed this week by Senators Bailey, of 
N. C., and Clark, of Mo., would provide 
that no officer in the armed forces under 
age 38 unless he has a child or children 
under 18 years of age shall be assigned 
to duty in the District of Columbia or 
Arlington County, Va., more than 30 days 
a year. 

Officers physically disqualified for com- 
bat service and officers whose services 
were certified by the Secretary of War 
or of the Navy to be indispensable would 
be exempted from the operation of the 
amendment.

Reveals 10th Fleet 

Adm. Francis S. Low, USN, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, United States 
Fleet, for anti-submarine warfare, in an 
interview on the “This Nation at War” 
program, broadcast over the Blue Net- 
work 28 Sept., revealed the existence of 
ten separate United States fleets. 

Stating that early this year the worst 
of the submarine attacks were over due 
to the increased number of escort vessels 
and aircraft, Admiral Low went on to 
say: 

“Until adequate air and surface forces 
became available a separate anti-sub- 
marine organization would not have ma- 
terially improved matters because, in 
spite of any advantages on paper, it would 
not have had the tools with which to 
work. The time now appeared propitious 
to set up such an organization, and in 
May of this year, for the purpose of ex- 
ercising unity of control over our part 
of anti-U-boat warfare in the Atlantic, 
Admiral King organized the 10th Fleet.” 

Questioned by his interviewer as to 
whether the existence of this fleet had 
been made public, Adm. Low stated that 
it had not but that it was felt to be all 
right to make its existence known as the 
enemy no doubt knew of it, although not 
by that name.

Attack Rum-Running in Pacific 


The Navy and Maritime Commission 
have issued orders designed to suppress 
bootlegging of alcoholic beverages in 
South Pacific areas, reportedly by some 
merchant seamen. Distilled spirits are 
reported to have been sold to members 
of the armed forces for as high as $40 a 
quart. 

An order issued by Admiral William F. 
Halsey, jr., commanding South Pacific 
Forces, threatens courts martial for boot- 
leggers and their customers. Rear Adm. 
Kkmory S. Land, USN-Ret., chairman of 
the Maritime Commission, in a statement 
warned masters of merchant vessels that 
only liquor for medicinal purposes is to 
be carried aboard ship. Masters were or- 
dered to make periodic searches of their 
vessels to insure that no contraband is 
earried. 

Admiral Halsey’s order follows:

WAVES Bill Reported to Senate 

Drastically curtailed in its scope, legis- 
lation amending the basic WAVES and 
women Marines act was reported to the 
Senate this week by its Naval Affairs 
Committee. 

As reported by the committee, all that 
is left of the bill, H. R. 2859, passed by 
the House on 8 June is a provision re- 
moving the restriction on the number of 
WAVES officers who may serve in the 
various grades and a provision granting 
to members of the WAVES, SPARS and 
Marines or their dependents, except hus- 
bands, all the allowances provided by law 
for male officers and men and their de- 
pendents. Even here the Senate commit- 
tee added a further restriction prohibit- 
ing allowances for children of women un- 
less the father is dead or they are in fact 
dependent on the mother for their chief 
support. 

The House proposal to permit WAVES 
to serve overseas was overruled by the 
Senate committee which has always 
strongly opposed such service. The Sen- 
ate committee went even further and 
added a section to the bill which would 
amend the act of 16 April 19438, authoriz- 
ing women doctors in the Army and Navy, 
to prohibit such women doctors in the 
Navy from serving overseas. 

Net effect of the bill as reported to the 
Senate, therefore, will be to permit one 
WAVE to be appointed in rank of cap- 
tain and to remove limits on the number 
of officers who may serve in lower grades : 
to extend dependents’ allowances to 
WAVES with the exceptions noted above, 
and to limit women doctors in the Navy 
to performance of shore duty only.

Representative James E. Van Zandt, 
of Pa., has resigned from Congress in 
order to enter the Navy.

L: is a noteworthy fact that never in the history of our country has a High Com- 
mand enjoyed National confidence in its professional integrity and capacity more 
than that which is directing the current Global struggle. The relationship between 
the Commander-in-Chief and his personal staff is that of devotion one to the other, 
rather than of mere official contact, and as three of the members of that body—General 
Marshall, Admiral King and General Arnold, have direct commands, the first that of 
Chief of Staff, the second, that of Commander in Chief of the Navy, and the third, that 
of authority over the Army Air Forces with its 2,300,000 men—it follows that the atti- 
tude of the top officials extends down through the War and Navy organizations, Fortu- 
nately, heading the President’s personal staff is the able and tactful Admiral Leahy, 
whose close friendship with his Chief and his associates is of common knowledge. 
Again, General Marshall’s personal choice for the commands they hold, are Lieutenant 
General MeNarney, an outstanding air officer who is Deputy Chief of Staff; Lieuten- 
ant General MeNair, who fittingly is entrusted with the training of the ground troops, 
the effectiveness of which our enemies particularly know; and Lieutenant General 
Somervell, Commanding General of the Army Service Forces. Because of reflections 
upon the last named officer, the Secretary of War and Chief of Staff properly deemed it 
appropriate to express publicly their confidence in him. It is regrettable this appeared 
to be desirable, for the truth about General Somervell is found in his career and per- 
formance. He was with General Pershing’s expeditionary force which went into 
Mexico in 1916 and with Engineer troops of the AEF in France in 1917, and is the 
proud possessor of the Distinguished Service Cross for heroism in action. He was a 
member of the occupying troops in Germany, and since the Armistice of a quarter of 
a century ago, he has discharged responsible engineering and administrative duties. 
It was because of the high character of his service that General Marshall picked him 
to command the Army Service Forces. In many ways this is a war of logistics; cer- 
tainly from our standpoint that branch of the military art is playing a greater part 
than ever before. What has been done in the important matter of supply for our 
military operations in all sections of the globe attests to General Somervell’s capacity 
and accords with his past demonstrations of organization talent. 

That our High Command is so closely knit, so harmonious in its deliberations, 
though, naturally, with such strong men as members occasional initial differences 
arise, is best established by the developments of the war. When Pearl Harbor oe- 
curred and our Navy and Air Forces suffered so catastrophically, the first concern 
was to use strategically what we had to prevent invasion, to safeguard the Panama 
Canal, and our Pacific territories not seized by the enemy, to aid in the defense of 
Australia and New Zealand, and to build up our strength. All of this was accom- 
plished, and our Nation cannot but be grateful to the High Command for its able 
handling of a perilous situation, a situation further complicated by the necessity of 
participating in convoy protection in the Atlantic so that England could be fed and 
armed and Russia and China aided. Grasping every machine, whether of ground or 
air, and every ship as it came from the assembly line, and meanwhile gathering and 
training the personnel, the High Command directed them to strategic areas, 
and in an ineredibly short space of time we were able to seize the initiative, first in

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The impending conference of the Foreign Ministers of the United 
States, Great Britain and Soviet Russia promises to bring to the point of decision 
matters of extreme importance in connection with the prosecution of the war as well 
as the policies to be unitedly pursued in the post-war period. 

The primary objective of the conference will be the establishment of complete 
faith in the honesty and sincerity of each Ally, and this will require the eradication 
of all doubt and suspicion in their relations. If this objective be achieved, then the 
ground work can be laid for the subsequent meeting of Messrs. Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin for which the first named have earnestly plead. On our part we will seek 
to convince Russia’s Foreign Minister, and through him Marshal Stalin, that enemy 
propaganda that we want the war to end with his country weak, is false, and that a 
strong Russia is an essential for the world which with her help we are striving to 
build. From Stalin we will hope for assurances that will dispose of reports that 
from time to time he is flirting with the suggestion of a separate peace with our com- 
mon enemy, has designs for great expansion of territory, and will revive communis- 
tie activity after the war. It is natural there should be doubt on these scores, by 
us because of the creation without prior notification to us of a Free German Com- 
mittee in Moscow, which has indicated that it does not favor a disarmed Germany, 
and because of alleged continued support to the Communists forces in China, and 
on Soviet part the failure to establish a western European front, which has imposed 
the great burden of the war upon the Red Armies. We also have failed to under- 
stand the way our aid in striking at German naval and air strength and the lend 
lease assistance we and the British have furnished, has been minimized, and further 
causing us distress, is the apparent unwillingness to supply us with information about 
Russian strength, equipment and operations. Nor has Marshal Stalin apparently 
grasped the value to his country of the operations we have conducted in the Mediter- 
ranean area, it being his view that this is indirect rather than direct military help. 
The same forces landed in western Europe, the Russians hold, would have drawn 
a large number of German divisions from their front and this would have enabled 
the prompt delivery of Russian soil from the invaders. It is a matter of satisfaction 
that in spite of political misunderstandings, the Allies should be cooperating as well 
as they are doing. But the President and the Prime Minister want to dispel all mis- 
conceptions and to develop an atmosphere of trust which will produce frank under- 
standing and thus facilitate the attainment of common objectives. 

The coming Conference will not be plenary, rather will it pave the way for the 
agreements which will be made by the Chiefs of State when they assemble. This 
means that differences are to be fully aired and discussed and adjustments deter- 
mined upon which, perhaps, can be translated into written instruments when the 
President, the Prime Minister and the Soviet leader meet in the same room. There- 
fore the call to Washington at this time of Admiral Standley, the distinguished naval 
officer who has served so ably as Ambassador to Russia, and whose intimate knowl- 
edge of Marshal Stalin and the Russian people is being drawn upon by the President 
and the Secretary of State to guide them in the formulation of plans for the confer- 
ence. Admiral Standley has decided not to return to Moscow, which post will be filled 
by W. Averill Harriman who has visited that city on Lend-Lease business. Therefore, 
the decision of the President and Secretary Hull that the latter shall attend the Con- 
ference. Marshal Stalin knows of the thorough regard of the American people for that 
official. He knows also that the outstanding feature of Mr. Hull’s character is sinceri- 
ty, and that he will not be strictly diplomatic but absolutely truthful and straightfor- 
ward. Consequently the statements the Secretary will make may be expected to be 
accepted at their face valne. We shall hope that Foreign Commissar Molotoff will be 
equally frank, and will set forth Soviet grievances and aims bluntly. British Foreign 
Minister Eden will adopt a like attitude. To prevent any misunderstanding of the 
scope of the discussions an agenda, suggested by Moscow, is being prepared, but it is 
believed permission will be accorded to any participant to bring up and question 
which may be in the mind of his Government. 

It has been suggested that Soviet suspicion of the democracies would be dissi- 
pated were the United States to enter into a formal alliance such as now exists be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia. An Anglo-Soviet alliance was signed immediately 
after Hitler invaded Russia, and the period of its duration was fixed for twenty 
years. If a similar Treaty were to be made with this country, or better still if a long 
term triple or United Nations Alliance could be signed, it is claimed the Russian 
leaders and people no longer would have grounds for any suspicion of the Democra- 
cies. Whether this suggestion is being entertained by the President and Mr. Churchill 
is not known. Our historic policy regarding entangling alliances was expressed by 
George Washington in his advice against them. We have made temporary alliances, 
those of the First and current World Wars are instances. There was in 1919 the 
proposal for us to join with Great Britain and France for the latter’s protection which 
our people refused to consider. It may be the idea of an alliance now may have 
greater support in view of the feeling in some quarters that its existence would avert 
another American participation in European wars. On the other hand there might 
rise to the surface formidable opposition to any action of this nature. . 

It was largely because of unwillingness to precipitate a debate which might pro- 
duce harsh criticism of our Allies that the Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
decided to pigeonhole discussion of a Post-War resolution until after the impending 
conference with Russia is concluded. The President intends to press for the adop- 
tion of a resolution at the appropriate time. The Senate will not be asked to consider 
the Fulbright measure overwhelmingly passed by the House. The Foreign Relations 
Committee will draft a substitute. In conference there will be reconciliation of the 
measures of the two Chambers, and it is intended to make the language so broad in 
that finally passed that the power of the President to make United Nations agree- 
ments will be ample and practically plenary. 


Argentina's policy of isolation has brought down upen her head another reproof, 
this time from Great Britain. Taking note of the signature by the two Governments 
of agreements providing for British purchase of meat and eggs, Foreign Minister 
Eden stated that the signature of such instruments had no political significance, and 
he expressed disappointment that the Buenos Aires Government had failed to give 
effect to the recommendations of the Rio de Janeiro conference regarding severance 
of relations with the Axis Powers. While not as blunt as the note Secretary Hull 
recently sent to the Argentine Government the Eden announcement makes it clear 
that the United States and Britain are of the same view respecting the attitude of 
the South American Republic. Their common displeasure unfortunately will not pro- 
mote the power and prosperity of that people, nor permit them to receive the same 
consideration in the matter of post-war benefits which Brazil and other Pan-American 
members of the United Nations, will enjoy. Anxious as this and the British Govern- 
ment are for Pan-American collaboration, it would seem that President Ramirez 
would deem it expedient to reconsider his attitude especially now that Italy has sur-

Army Medical Department—Evidence of the importance of medicine in modern war- 











fare is the appointment this week of four brigadier generals of the Medical Corps and 
one brigadier general of the Dental Corps to temporary rank of major general. These 
appointments, when confirmed by the Senate, will bring into the Medical Department 
its first two-star generals other than the Surgeon General, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk. 
In addition to the five new major generals in the department, the President submitted 
nomination for promotion of three colonels, Medical Corps, to temporary rank of 
brigadier general. bringing the total of general officers in the department to 41. 

Heading the list of promotions to major general was Brig. Gen. Shelly U. Marietty 
(Col., MC), commanding general of the Army Medical Center, a specialist of inter. 
national reputation and personal physician to General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies of the United States. The Deputy Surgeon General, Brig. Gen. George F 
Lull (Col., MC), also was advanced to major general, as was the Air Surgeon, Brig 
Gen. David N. W. Grant (Col., MC), and Brig. Gen. Albert W. Kenner (Col., MC), 
assistant surgeon general for inspection of training of medical units. 

The first dental officer to attain two-star rank is Brig. Gen. Robert H. Mills (Col, 
DC), assistant to the Surgeon General for dental affairs. 

Medical Corps colonels nominated for temporary brigadier rank are Raymond W 
Bliss, Charies R. Glenn and Maleolm Cummings. 

It has been announced by headquarters of Brig. Gen. Roy C. Heflebower, Com 
manding General of the Medical Replacement Training Center at Camp Barkeley, Tex. 
that soon every trainee in the MRTC will begin learning the art of hand-to-hand com. 
bat, so that, although unarmed, he may defend himself against personal attack. The 
program is being launched under the supervision of Lt. A. G. Hyatt, MRTC Athleties 
Officer, who, assisted by Lt. Cyril J. Valasek, Sgt. Joseph Langstoi and Cpl. Czajkow- 
ski, is now teaching the officers and non-coms who will, in turn, handle the trainees 

Of particular interest to service Medical Officers is a new publication, “Explo- 
sion Hazards of Combustible Anesthetics.” now available at the Government Print 
ing Office. Known as Mines Bureau, Technical Paper 653, the pamphlet represents 
the results of work done under a cooperative agreement between the Bureau of 
Mines, Department of the Interior, the St. Francis Hospital, Pittsburgh, Pa., and a 
committee under the direction of the Department Anesthesia and Industrial Hygiene, 
School of Medicine, University of Pittsburgh. 

Medical Corps oflicers in company grades and not over 32 years of age ure 
needed for service in parachute units, the War Department has announced. Vol- 
unteers upon acceptance will be sent for training to the Parachute School, Ft. Ben- 
ning. Ga. Physical standards are those prescribed in Section V, War Department 
Circular 155 of 1942. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—With the tremendous increase in the number of 
vessels in the Navy and the increasing rate of new construction, the supply problems 
in connection with the forces afloat likewise have multiplied. In order to meet those 
problems more expeditiously, the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has established a 
new section in its Planning Division which is known as the Ship’s Section. This sec 
tion now handles all matters in connection with supplying naval vessels under the 
cognizance of the Bureau. It submits recommendations as to storeroom arrange- 
ments and fittings to the Bureau of Ships and recommends loading plans to pros- 
spective supply officers of new vessels. In connection with commissioning and fitting 
out of new vessels, if maintains close liaison with field activities and other Bureaus 
regarding this function. In so far as possible, representatives of the Section will 
maintain personal contact with the forces afloat in order to assist in the solution 
of all supply problems of individual vessels. 

A Standards Section has been established in the Maintenance Division of the 

sureau of Supplies and Accounts to assist field activities of the Supply Corps in obtain- 

ing the most efficient utilization of office machines and equipment. All requisitions 
for office equipment received by the Bureau are analyzed by this Section to deter- 
mine whether the method of application of the machines in the office’s methods and 
routines is consistent with standard office practices. Traveling representatives of 
the section will visit field activities to assist in effecting economy in manpower and 
maximum use of mechanical office equipment. 

In order to simplify the refitting and supplying of French ships at United States 
Navy activities, the Supply Department of the New York Navy Yard has compiled 
and published «a Cross Index of the U. S. Navy Standard Stock Catalogue and the 
French “Nomenclature Generale” (The French Stock Catalogue). The volume cata- 
logues suitable equivalents and substitutes for common French items from the 
U. S. Navy Standard Stock, listing each item by both the French and American stock 
eatalogue numbers. The requisitioning and issuing of stock items by proper num- 
bers, which the Cross Index facilitates, will greatly speed up the entire handling pro- 
cedure and resulting paper work. The French-United States Cross Index is the sec 
ond volume of its kind prepared by the Supply Department of the New York Navy 
Yard to expedite Lend-Lease requisitioning. A British-United States Cross Index 
of Standard Stock Catalogues was published by the Department several months 
ago and has proved to be of value to supply officers all over the globe. 

The Containers and Materials Handling Section of the Stock Division of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has prepared a “Navy Handbook on Packing and 
Materials Handling—Air Borne Cargo” to serve as a guide to personnel of naval es 
tablishments in the proper preparation of materials for shipment by air. 

Seventy-five officers from the Fleet and shore establishment reported 1 October 
1943 to the Navy Supply Corps School at the Harvard Graduate School of Business 
Administration for a four-month course in Cost Accounting. On the same date an- 
other group of 75 officers of the Supply Corps reported to the school for a new four- 
month course in Industrial Accounting. 


Army Air Foree—Maj. Gen. T. J. Hanley, jr., commanding the AAF Eastern Train- 
ing Command, has announced the activation of 23 new units for the training of flight 
instructors. These units, designated AAF war service training detachments, are under 
the jurisdiction of the Eastern Flying Training Command with headquarters at Max- 
well Field, Alabama. They will provide instructors for civil contract schools. 

It has recently been ordered that nameplates bearing dates and other data shall 
be removed from aircraft and equipment, in cases where they are not necessary for 
replacement information, so that they may not fall into enemy hands. This applies 
also to future manufacture. Log books and other data from which the history or 
characteristics of the plane or its personnel could be reconstructed will not be carried 
on missions when there is a reasonable chance that they might fall into such hands. 

Delivery of planes on time is the main production problem of the AAF, Brig. Gen. 
B. W. Chidlaw, chief of the Materiel Division, stated this week. August production, 
he said, totaled more than 7,600 planes, and the Sept. total should be higher, but the 
goal set by President Roosevelt is 10,000 planes a month. . 

Returning from a sortie in which his formation had been engaged by 40 to 5” 
Italian and German fighter planes, Capt. John A. Orb prepared to land his sem- 
crippled B-26 at a Mediterranean airfield. As he approached the runway he saw 4 
damaged P-38 coming in to land from the opposite direction. To avoid a head-on crash, 
Capt. Orb gunned his one functioning engine and pulled his B-26 out of the way of 
the oncoming fighter plane in a zooming turn, completed a 180-degree arc, and still 
flying on one motor made a safe landing on the runway. 

A tract of 37.40 acres of public land, Mount Diablo Meridian, Arizona, has been 
reserved for use by the War Department as an auxiliary landing field. Upon termina- 
tion of the use of this land for military purposes, the Fish and Wildlife Service, De- 
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partment of the Interior, will have the option of requiring any improvements placed 
in the area by the War Department. 

AIR ENGINEER—Reporting to the War Department this week after a 45,000 
mile trip which took him to England, Africa, Sicily, India, China, Australia, New 
Guinea, Guadalcanal, Munda and Hawaii, Brig. Gen. Stuart C. Godfrey, the AAF’s 
Air Engineer, stated that the most urgent engineering task at present is the rapid 
construction of airdromes and landing strips. These, he said, are necessary to make 
the forward advance of Allied air operation possible. 

Gen. Godfrey described the work being done by airborne engineer units which 
have been formed to meet the problem of “rush-order airdromes.” These, he explained, 
are pioneer units with light equipment, supplementing the heavy equipment that the 
standard battalions use. In many cases important fields are constructed in locations 
which can only be reached by air. Two landing strips were made recently in New 
Guinea in three weeks time by such a unit. All of the men and equipment, including 
19 bulldozers, 32 jeeps, graders, scrapers, field camp equipment and 50 calibre machine 
guns, Was flown in by the Troop Carrier Command’s 6-47 transports. 


Bureau of Ships—Since the winter of 1935-1936 when the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, later part of the Bureau of Ships, initiated designs of various types of 
small personnel landing craft, many designs have been perfected and augmnted by 
larger and still larger craft for landing mechanized units and troops in large num- 
hers. 

As the requirements of modern warfare became more clear during a period of 
development, testing and improvement, followed by actual experience in landing 
operations the following standardized models have been produced: 

LCV, “Landing Craft, Vehicle ;” LCP, “Landing Craft, Personnel :” LCR, “Land- 
ing Craft, Rubber ;” LCM (3), “Landing Craft, Mechanized, (Mark III) :” LCT (5) and 
LCT(6), “Landing Craft, Tank (Mark V or 6) ;” LCI(L), “Landing Craft, Infantry, 
Large.” and LST, “Landing Ship, Tank.” 

Organizations were set up to take deliveries as the vessels were turned over to 
the Government by the various building yards. For those of 105 feet and over from 
inland yards a landing craft ferry service was organized under the supervision of 
the Coast Guard. From all over the country landing craft are now converging on 
Naval Operating Bases from which points they leave for overseas, 

The aircraft carrier San Jacinto, which was started as a 10,000-ton cruiser and 
converted during construction, was launched 26 Sept. at the Camden, N. J., yard of 
the New York Shipbuilding Corp. The vessel was sponsored by Mrs. Jesse Jones, 
wife of the Secretary of Commerce. 

Another launching 26 Sept. was of the destroyer escort England, honoring the 
late Ens. John Charles England, USNR, at the Bethlehem Steel Co. yard, San Fran- 
cisco. Ensign England’s mother, Mrs. H. B. England, was sponsor. 


Army Ground Forces—H EADQUARTERS, AGF—Difficulty in obtaining tactical re- 
alism with liaison-type airplanes in air-ground training exercises has resulted in an 
effort to discontinue use of the planes for such tests, according to Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Lesley J. McNair, Commanding General of the Army Ground Forces. 

“It is desired that only when every effort to obtain high performance aircraft 
for this training is exhausted will liaison planes be used,”’ General McNair said. 

When it is necessary to employ Ground Force liaison planes in training exer- 
cises or in air-ground tests, General McNair added, their pilots should undergo pre- 
liminary training and practice in technique of air observation and attack in order to 
make the action of these planes as realistic as possible. 

CAVALRY—Several hundred Kansas and Missouri businessmen, most of them 
manufacturers of equipment for war, saw industry’s products being used by soldiers 
in training during a two-day “Open House” at Fort Riley, Kansas, recently. The 
visit was arranged by the Industrial Services Division, War Department Bureau of 
Public Relations, in conjunction with Army Ground Force Headquarters and its sub- 
ordinate Replacement and School Command. 

During their visit, the businessmen viewed activities at the Cavalry School, 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Rufus S. Ramey; the Cavalry Replacement Training 
Center, commanded by Brig Gen. Robert W. Strong, and the Post of Fort Riley, Col. 
William R. Irwin, commanding. 

THIRD ARMY—tLieutenant General Courtney H. Hodges, Third Army com- 
mander, arrived recently in the Louisiana maneuver area from headquarters at Fort 
Sam Houston, Tex., to direct the Fourth Maneuver Period of 1943 for troops under his 
command. 

The maneuver period has already begun with the first of a series of separate 
field exercises for the infantry divisions taking part. These exercises will be followed 
by more difficult and strenuous “free” maneuvers in which divisions and attached 
troops will be pitted against one another in realistic battle problems. : 

As in the past maneuver periods of this year, combat units of all arms, including 
aviation, will participate in the problems. 

ARMORED COMMAND—Several armored units provided men and equipment for 
parades promoting the war loan drive, it was announced recently. Units of the 20th 
Armored Division marched at Clarksville, Tennessee; the 16th Armored Division 
provided a spectacular military show at Ft. Smith, Ark., and the 6th Armored Di- 
vision was strongly represented in a parade at Los Angeles, Calif. Nes 

Fifteen thousand copies of an address entitled, “The Chaplain and His Minis- 
try,” delivered by Chaplain Carl J. Bergstrom, Chief Chaplain of the Armored 
Force, will be distributed by the Mutual Broadcasting System. The address, given 
at Detroit, was broadcast over 202 stations in the United States and Canada. 

Brig. Gen. Robert V. Maraist, of the 16th Armored Division, has been awarded 
the Oak Leaf Cluster to the Silver Star for gallantry in action while serving with the 
ist Armored Division in Tunisia. According to the citation, General Maraist went 
forward as an observer to direct artillery fire, successfully breaking up a dangerous 
enemy counter-attack. 

The Silver Star has been awarded to two officers and four enlisted men of the 
Armored Command for gallantry in North Africa. Receiving the citation are: Lt. 
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Col. Frank F. Carr, First Lt. John R. Shell (posthumously), T5 Richard F. Cullen, 
Pfc. Frank J. Bafaro, 8S. Sgt. William E. Payne, and Sgt. Earl G. Blair. 

At Pine Camp, N. Y., the 34th Armored Regiment recently devised a rigorous 
test for officers to determine physical fitness as well as familiarity with medium and 
light tanks, half-tracks, motorcycles and various other weapons. Every officer in 
the regiment will be required to take the test. It has also been announced that the 
oth Armored Division at Pine Camp has inaugurated a weekly current events forum 
similar to meetings conducted by the division last year. 

At Camp Gordon, Ga., the 10th Armored Division, commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Paul W. Newgarden, has taken up its new quarters, following completion of maneuv- 
ers in Tennessee. 


Inspector General's Department—aA new edition of AR 20-10, “Inspections,” has been 
issued by the War Department to replace the edition of 22 July 1942 and the three 
changes subsequently made to that edition. The new edition gives details on the 
conduct of annual general inspections, special inspections and submission of reports. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Two meetings have been held in the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery by a newly-created advisory committee on vital statistics to 
the Surgeon General of the Navy. The committee is exploring the adequacy of 
sources and methods of reporting vital statistics from the field and the handling of 
such reports and consolidation of data in Washington. BuMed points out that it has 
an opportunity in war time of gathering, recording, compiling and interpreting vital 
statistics greater than that ever afforded to any civilian source. An organizational 
meeting of the committee was held 22 Sept., followed by a second meeting 29 Sept., at 
which comments and suggestions of BuMed officials were received and studied. 

Members of the advisory group are: Committee working chairman, Dr. L. I. Dub- 
lin, chief statistician, Metropolitan Life Insurance Co.; Dr. H. L. Dunn, chief statis 
tician, Vital Statistics Division, Department of Commerce: Dr. W. T. Fales, diree- 
tor, Bureau of Vital Statistics, Baltimore City Health Department; Dr. A. W. Hed 
rich, chief, Bureau of Vital Statistics, Maryland State Department of Health; Dr. 
J. L. Reed, dean, School of Hygiene and Public Health, Johns Hopkins University ; 
Comdr. T. J. Carter (MC) USN, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, committee ad- 
ministrative chairman, and Lt. (jg) Chester L. Guthrie, H-V (S), USNR, Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, committee secretary. 

A reorganization of the Division of Physical Qualifications and Medical Records, 
BuMed, which sets up four functional branches, is being carried out. The division is 
charged with a number of duties, including the recommendation of standards of fit- 
ness for the Navy and Marine Corps for entrance and for various duties after en 
trance and the maintenance of complete medical records of every individual who is 
cr has been in the Navy or Marine Corps. Under its new set-up, the division con- 
sists of an office of the chief of division to whom report directly the heads of each of 
the four functional branches—physical qualifications, medical records, legal medi- 
cine, and neuropsychiatry. 

BuMed has issued for distribution through the Brooklyn, N. Y., Medical Supply 
Depot a 15-page booklet, “First Aid for Battle Casualties.” The brochure, printed on 
waterproof paper, describes modern emergency treatments concisely. It is designed 
for use in first-aid kits, first-aid rolls and gun bags. 


Corps of Engineers—A new district to be known as the Central American Engineer 
District has been established with temporary headquarters at San Jose, Costa Rica, 
under the supervision of the Pacifie Division. The function of this district is to 
supervise and prosecute all work in connection with the Pan American Highway, in 
cluding the orderly termination of the project. 

Details of the new portable pipelines developed by the Corps of Engineers in co- 
operation with private industry have been made public by the War Department. 
Outstanding advantage of the pipes used by the Engineers is the light weight of the 
component parts. Each 20-foot section of pipe weighs less than 100 pounds, and one 
Army truck and crew can carry and handle a thousand feet easily. A mile of the 
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line including pumping stations, weigh only 13 tons—less than half the weight of 
a normal 5,000-barrel-a-day line. 

Flexible joints permit the pipe sections to be laid on top of any terrain accessible 
to trucks. A special coupling, designed by a large oil company which has turned its 
patents over to the government, permits the sections to be fitted in a leakproof con- 
uection in a few minutes. 

The pumping stations are mounted on skids and a complete station can be trans- 
ported on two trucks. 

The “little inches” can be laid at the rate of 20 miles a day, the department states, 
and are hard to spot from the air. Moreover, even if bombed, tests prove that a 100- 
pound bomb must hit within four feet of an above-ground link to put it out of opera- 
tion. If the line is ruptured, the booster stations cut off flow automatically and gauges 
indicate the approximate location of the break. 

Special troops, designated Engineer Petroleum Distribution Units, are being 
trained at Camp Claiborne, La., to install and maintain pipes, pumping stations and 
storage tanks. 


Chemical Warfare Service—The Chemical Warfare Service has recently develop- 
ed a new lightweight gas mask for desert and jungle warfare, the War Department 
announced this week. 

Other types developed besides the combat mask are the training mask, special 
types for soldiers who wear glasses and for use with optical instruments and other 
specific uses. 


Quartermaster Corps—Transfer of a part of the procurement activities of the Wash- 
ington Quartermaster Depot has resulted in the establishment of a new commodity 
purchase branch at the Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot, according to an announce- 
ment by Brig.

Madang: Our escorted heavy and medium 
bombers in force executed extensive bombing 
and strafing attacks on the enemy line of 
communication south of Madang. Fifty-four 
tons of explosives were dropped and nearly 
120,000 rounds of ammunition expended in 
numerous sweeps along the road. Four prin- 
cipal bridges were destroyed by direct hits 
and three others damaged. The road itself 
was heavily hit. Twenty to thirty trucks be- 
tween Logadjim and Yaula were attacked 
and the majority damaged or destroyed. Huts 
at Yaula Gorina, Bogadjim and Mindjim 
were set afire and a warehouse at Erima was 
destroyed. Two barges on the Gogol River 
were sunk. There was no interception. Three 
of our planes were damaged by anti-aircraft 
fire, but all returned to their base. 

Markham Valley: Nine enemy bombers and 
sixteen fighters raided our positions at Nad- 
zab, causing minor damage and casualties. 
Our fighters engaged them and shot down 
three enemy fighters, one other probably, for 
a loss of one of ours. A single enemy bomber 
raided Marilinan before dawn, causing no 
damage or casualties. Our ground forces 
transported by air seized and occupied Kaia- 
pit, approximately sixty miles above Lae, re- 
pulsing several counter-attacks and forcing 
the enemy to retire.

Victory Fleet Day—the second anniver 
sary of the launching of the first Libert 
ship, the Patrick Henry—was celebrated 
in the nation’s shipyards on 27 Sept

“The off-the-record statements by the 


Chief of Staff, General George C. Mar- 
shall, and the Chief of the Army Air 
Forces, General H. H. Arnold, in com- 


bination with the Chief of Military In- 
telligence Service, Maj. Gen. George V. 
Strong’s complete analysis, made it plain 
that we have a long way to go before this 
war is won.” 

General Strong’s report revealed that 
the number of workers employed in war 
industries in Nazi-dominated territories 
has risen from 23,000,000 to 35,000,000 
and that the weapons being made are in 
some instances better than any which the 
United Nations have. 

“One of their new weapons, a rocket 
gun, weighs less than 1,800 pounds; yet 
it has a fire power equal to six heavy 


field howitzers weighing nine tons 
apiece,” he said. 
He also stated that Germany has 


raised and equipped armored, motorized 
and infantry divisions to replace the 20 
divisions lost at Stalingrad last winter 
and now have a total of 300 well trained 
divisions. 

Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, sumarizing the global war 
and our methods of fighting it, he said: 
“The principal weapon which we have 
used to set the stage for decisive action 
has been our air offensive both in Europe 
and in the Pacific.” 

srig. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, Assist- 
ant Chief of Air Staff, Plans Division, 
stated: “The German can come out with 
effective rockets or new weapons in his 


fighters or in his antiaircraft artillery. 
We are concerned but not alarmed. 
There are still a few tricks up the 


American sleeve.’

vision may be discharged in such a man- 
ner as to guarantee petroleum supplies 
sufficient for successful prosecution of 
the war and without imposing unwar- 
ranted restrictions on other users. 

To picture accurately the many prob- 
lems confronting these agencies respon- 
sible for procurement, storage and dis- 
tribution of fuels and lubricants, there 
must be considered the countless num- 
bers of items necessary to maintain the 
variety of mechanized equipment used by 
the Army, and the armies of the Allied 
nations in the field. Consideration must 
be given the fact that wide variation in 
climatic conditions and in altitudes makes 
necessary intricate changes in the specifi- 
cations of the various products. Distribu- 
tion of fuel in hundreds of thousands of 
cans and drums to enable highly mobile 
armored divisions to operate remote 
from a major supply dump, creates ad- 
ditional problems of procuring, filling 
and handling these drums. This alone 
has assumed the proportion of a major 
problem, and necessitates a separate con- 
tainer section within the division. In- 
spection of products, measures to pre- 
vent contamination and deterioration, 
safety precautions, and means of facili- 
tating movements are only a few of the 
current problems of the division. 

Petroleum products involved in off 
shore movements for certain campaigns 
has exceeded 65 per cent of the total 
tonnage. It is not difficult, therefore, to 
appreciate the magnitude of the task. 

Within the Fuels and Lubricants Di- 
vision, six branches are set up under the 
Oftfice of the Director. The Requirements 
Branch with Lt. Col. F. E. Wilder as 
chief, is charged with the responsibility 
of estimating short and long term re- 
quirements for petroleum products, and 
containers therefor, for the Army Ground 
Forces, for the armies of our allies, and 
for the essential industrial and civilian 
use in territories occupied by Allied Ar- 
mies. Included also in these estimates 
are those of the various technical serv- 
ices, although procurement of certain 
items such as ordnance artillery oil is not 
included in the responsibility of The 
Quartermaster General. The consolida- 
tion of requirements in this manner les- 
sens chances for duplication and facili- 
tates a comprehensive Army Ground ‘nd 


Service Forces estimate for incorpor- 
ation by the Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board into an overall estimate inelud- 


ing Air Forces and Navy for presenta- 
tion to the Petroleum Administrator for 
War. 

Purchase, storage and distribution re- 
sponsibilities are assigned to the Oner- 
ations Branch, Lt. Col. Royal Linden, 
chief. The container problem previously 
mentioned is only one of the many ac- 
tivities with which this branch is con- 
cerned. The fact that requirements for 
off-shore shipments fluctuate widely de- 
pending upon projected operations neces- 
sitates careful and detailed planning to 
coordinate procurement with the move- 
ment of packaged petroleum products 
through fill lines and in-transit storage 
points, to ports of embarkat'on; at the 
same time maintaining flexibility to as- 
sure proper utilization of industry and 
Army facilities. 

The Planning and Techn‘val Branch is 
handled by Col. BE. W. Berlin, recently 
transferred from the Office of the Chief 
of Engineers. This branch formulates 
and coordinates a comprehensive program 
affecting supply, conservation and usage 
of all fuels and lubricants, including 
programs for conversion to cesl or gas. 
It prepares and tests specifications for 
petroleum products and containers. In 
addition, this Branch has the responsi- 
bility for analyzing the petroleum posi- 
tion of the enemy and for recommending 
programs for the rehabilitation of pro- 
duction, refining, and distribution facili- 
ties currently in enemy controlled terri- 
tory for use at such time as these terri- 
tories shall come under Allied control. 

The Solid Fuels Branch with Maj. C. 
R. Mabley as Chief, directs the procure- 
ment of coal and assists in formulating 
plans and procedures for the development 
of coal reserves in fereign territory that 
is at present or will it: the future come 
under allied evntrvl. 








An Administrative Branch, headed by 
Maj. Jeff W. Sawyer, and a Control 
Branch, with Maj. G. R. Monkhouse as 
chief, complete the organization of the 
division in Washington. Field petroleum 
offices are being established at the re- 
gional depots principally concerned with 
negotiating purchase orders, storage, and 
distribution—notably, Jersey City, Seat- 
tle, Oakland, Mira Loma and Edmonton. 
Centralization of purchase negotiation in 
Washington has been necessary to cope 
with the volume and surge of off shore 
movements, but it is hoped that in due 
course most of the operating functions 
can be delegated to the depots. 

In view of the fact that virtually all 
officers in the Fuels and Lubricants Di- 
vision have extensive experience in at 
least one of the many branches of the oil 
industry, there is no tendency within the 
division to minimize the gravity of the 
petroleum situation within the United 
States. Each is fully aware of the ac- 
curacy of predictions made by the Petro- 
leum Administrator for War and by in- 
dustrial leaders that continued with- 
drawals from the crude reserves of this 
country at the present rate, necessary to 
meet essential demands, both civil and 
military, is leading in the direction of a 
serious oil shortage. Nor does any per- 
son charged with the responsibility of 
Army supply neglect to consider the fact 
that occupation of such foreign territor- 
ies as are dependent upon petroleum im- 
perts, creates an increasing demand upon 
the domestic oil supply. 

There cannot be too much said regard- 
ing the cooperation received from the oil 
industry and from the Petroleum Admin- 
istrator in the solution of the many prob- 
lems that have confronted the Fuels and 
Lubricants Division in the few months 
since its inception. The help received from 
these quarters has enabled several crises 
to be met successfully. As demands grow, 
it becomes imperative that each officer 
and enlisted man who has occasion to 
requisition or to use petroleum products, 
does so with full realization of the neces- 
sity for conservation, elimination of 
waste, and safe-guarding against wastage 
through carelessness in handling. Failure 
to observe these responsibilities may well 
result in postponement of the day of Vic- 
tory. 





Gen. Marshall’s Report 
Following is the text of the biennial re- 
port of General George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, as continued from last 
week's issue of the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL 


OPERATIONS IN ALASKA 
No real threat to the security of our Pacific 
Coast region actually developed until June, 
1942, when the large Japanese task force ap- 


proached Midway and another force ap- 
prouched the Aleutians. Both were turned 
beck after suffering punishing losses. Dutch 


Harbor in the Aleutians appeared to be the 
immediate objective of the Japanese. Hostile 
reconnaissance planes had appeared over the 
western Aleutians, submarine had been re- 
ported in the vicinity of Umnak and Un- 
alaska an¢ our intelligence had reported the 
presence of a naval task force proceeding 
toward Aiaskan waters. 

On 4 June, following an enemy bomber 
attack on Dutch Harbor the preceding day, 
our Army and Navy flyers located an enemy 
fleet consisting of at least two carriers, two 
cruisers and eight destroyers, 165 miles to 
the southwest. Despite fog, rain and most 
unfavorable weather, our airerafi, attacking 
repeatedly, sank one enemy cruiser, damaged 
another and forced the enemy to withdraw. 
Ten days later a hostile task force of cruisers 
and transports was discovered at Kiska 
Island, suggesting the probability that the 
enemy, having retired out of range of our 
aircraft, had occupied Kiska with troops 
initially designed for an assault on Dutch 
Harbor. Attu Island and Agattu Island were 
also discovered to have been oecupied by 
the enemy. 

Strategically the occupation of these 
barren Islands was of comparatively small 
importance except for the possibility of in- 
filtrations along the island chain which 
might eventually permit the enemy to 
operate against our sea routes along the 
southwestern coast of Alaska. Psycholog- 
ically this hostile occupation was produc- 
tive of serious repercussions in our Pacific 
Northwest. It was decided, however, in view 
of our almost fatal limitations in_ ships, 
planes and trained troops at this time to 
maintain the situation in che Central, South 
and Southwest Pacific, no immediate action 
would be undertaken to recapture Kiska and 
Attu. Measures were taken, however, to 
bring these islands within effective air 
range of our combat craft. Advanced air- 
fields were developed by troops landed on 
Adak 31 Aug. 1942, from which the first mass 
raid against Kiska was launched on 14 Sept. 
The Japanese air forces in the Kiska region 
were soon destroyed and his attempts to 
reinforce the garriso:) were rendered rela- 





tively ineffective by the destruction of his 
shipping en route to Kiska. 

Bases still farther west were required to 
strengthen our air position in the Aleutians. 
Consequently in January, 1943, an American 
task force landed unopposed on Amchitka, 69 
miles east of Kiska. In less than a month 
the fighter strip had been developed and our 
aircraft was operating from this advanced 
base against Kiska and Attu. 

In the late spring shipping and materiel, 
though limited, at last became available to 
launch a formal challenge to the enemy’s oc- 
cupation of the Aleutians. A task force com- 
posed of a portion of the 7th Infantry Di- 
vision, reinforced, landed on Attu Island, the 
outermost island of the Aleutian chain, on 
the morning of 11 May, heavily supported by 
its naval escort. Heavy fogs limited air 
action. Despite the mountainous character 
of the country, deep snow and the absence 
of roads, the troops, strongly supported by 
our Navy and by the air forces so far as the 
weather permitted, fought their way across 
the island to encircle the Japanese troops de- 
fending Chichagof Harbor. There on 3] May 
the operation was successfully terminated 
after a loss of 512 American soldiers against 
the annihilation of 2,350 Japanese. 

The capture of Attu evidently came as a 
complete surprise to the enemy who had 
anticipated an assault on Kiska which now 
lay trapped by our planes and naval craft 
operating from Amchitka and from Attu, 
fighter strip having been completed in 
days on the latter island.

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SUMMARY 

Reviewing briefly the military situation as 
we find it on 1 July 1943, it will be remem- 
bered that our entry into war was marked 
by a succession of serious reverses, at Pearl 
Harbor, in the Philippines and through the 
Malaysian Archipelago. It was a time for 
calm courage and stout resolution on the 
part of the people of the United States. 
With our Pacific Fleet crippled and the 
Philippines overwhelmed at the outset, we 
were forced to watch the enemy progressive- 
ly engulf our resistance to his advances. 
One year ago the German offensive in Russia 
was sweeping through the Donetz Basin, 
jeopardizing the whole of south Russia and 


the Caucasus and ominously menacing the 
Allied positions in the Middle East, par 
tically the oily supply at Abadan on which 
the naval forces in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, the Indian Ocean and Australia de- 
pended, in addition to the air and ground 
motor requirements in those theaters. Rom- 
mel's Afrika Korps with selected Italian 
troops had the British with their backs to 


Cairo, threatening the lifeline of the British 
Empire. Our successes in the Coral Sea and 
at Midway and the repulse of the Japanese 
forces in the Aleutians had not prevented the 
Japanese from carving out a vast empire 
from which they threatened India, Australia 
and our position in the Pacific. Just a year 
ago also the ability of the United States to 
transport its power in supplies, munitions 
and troops across the Atlantic was being 
challenged by submarines which in a single 
month had sunk 700,000 gross tons of ship- 
ping.

In the 
South and Southwest Pacific two facts are 
plainly evident to the Japanese command as 
well as to the world at large: our progress 
may seem slow but it is steady and deter 
mined, and it has been accompanied by a 
terrific destruction of enemy planes and sur 
face vessels.) This attrition must present an 
appalling problem for the enemy high com- 
mand. Whatever satisfaction they may draw 
from the fanatical sacrifice of their soldiers 
with whom our forces come in contact, the 
destruction of their air power and shipping 


continues on an increasing and truly re- 
markable scale.

steadily declining while the combined power 
of the United Nations is rapidly increasing, 


more rapidly with each succeeding month 
There can be but one result and every re 
source we possess is being employed to 
hasten the hour of victory without undue 
sacrifice of the lives of our men 
CONCLUSION 
. Organization 
During the past two years the enlsited 


strength of the Army has been increased by 
five million men; the officer corps has grown 
from 93,000 to 521,000. Included in these fig- 
ures is the development of an air force of 
182,000 officers and 1,906,000 men. Expansion

has been without precedent. For example, 
the expansion of the service units for the 
Army Air Forces has been approximately

Engineers has been increased by 4,000 per 
cent. 
This tremendous expansion required a 


fundamental reorientation of the conduct of 
the War Department and its methods of do- 
ing business; it required that the various 





services and supply agencies be integrated 
into a command organization which would 
not only insure the efficient assembling of 


the means of war within the United States, 
but also would provide for their transporta- 
tion and distribution to combat units over- 
seas: it required that the air arm be granted 
the fullest exercise of initiative in develop- 
ing and producing modern types of combat 
aircraft and in creating the most powerfy] 
air force in the world: it required that the 
training installations of the ground forces of 
the Army be centralized into one authority 
which would provide orderly processes ip 
building a huge citizen army and would in 
sure maximum effectivenéss of our troops on 
their first entry into battle. 

Early in 1942, after a period of exhaustive 
study extending over a year, and paralleled 
by a number of preliminary moves or read 
justments, a committee headed by Maj. Gen 
pleted the plan which established three great 
(now Lt. Gen.) Joseph T. MecNarney com 
pleted the plan which established three great 
commands under the direct supervision of 
the Chief of Staff—the Army Air Forces, the 
Army Ground Forces, and the Services of 
Supply (later designated as the Army Sery 
ice Forces). The proposed reorganization 
was approved by the President and _ the 
Secretary of War and made effective 9 March 
1942. Later, on his appointment as Deputy 
Chief of Staff, it fell to General McNarney to 


supervise the procedure of reorganization 
and integration Decentralization of au 
thority was an imperative requirement for 


the tremendous war expansion, which could 
not otherwise have been achieved without 
confusion, inefficiency and the delays in- 
herent in the transformation from a small 
peacetime army to the present vast organiza- 
tion. The fact that this complete reorganiza- 
tion of the machinery of the Wer Depart- 
ment and the Army at large was quietly 
carried out during the most perplexing 
period of our war effort, without confusion 
and with the best of good will by those con 
cerned, was a tribute to the singleness of 
purpose of the senior officers and also to the 
manner in which the plans were developed 
and launches.

Allotment Allowance Act 
(Continued from First Page) 
the bill. 
Mr. Gerald Monsman, representing the 
National Association of Legal Aid Or 
ganizations stated his organization is in 


general accord with the Senate bill. He 
suggested that his group believes un 
worthy wives should be denied allow- 


unees, and that the departments should 
be allowed to grant larger amounts 
the benefit of children of divorced 
sonnel. A representative of conscientious 
objectors suggested that their dependents 
should be cared for by the use of wages 
earned by the objectors-wages that now 
for the most part, into the United 
States Treasury. 

An amended bill has been submitted by 
the Joint Legislative Committee of the 
services with the object of clarifying the 
language of the bill, and the House Mili- 
tary Committee has recorded itself as in- 
tending to amend the Senate bill more 
favorably, by providing for children of 
divorced personnel and correcting an item 
that lowers an allowance below what is 
provided in the present law. 

In the course of General White's re- 
Chairman May, of the House

The Senate bill provides for increased 
allowances to children, parents, and up to 
two brothers and sisters; grants a choice 
of rental allowance or dependents’ allow- 
ances to personnel of the first three 
grades, and calls for the government fe 
pay the entire first month’s allowance te 
dependents.
